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Veterans Home Ownership 
Program in the planning stage

Following the Legislative passage 
of Resolution 10-05- 10G that estab- 
lished a Veterans Home Ownership 
Program (VHOP) for Ho-Chunk vet- 
erans, personnel from the Nation’s 
Division of Veteran Affairs is seek- 
ing the input of all Ho-Chunk war- 
riors regarding how they would like 
to see the program set up and run. 

Meeting with a group of veterans 
at Ho-Chunk Convention Center on 
November 11, Veterans Service Offi- 
cer Robert Mann stressed that every- 
one’s opinion is valued. “It’s our 
program. It’s not the federal govern- 
ments or the states. We want to in- 
clude everybody who fits the 
definition of a warrior.” 

Resolution 10-05-10G, initiated by 
former legislator Dallas WhiteWing, 
allocates $4,000,000 to the VHOP 
beginning July 1, 2011. Current 
plans state the funding could be used 
to build a new home, purchase an 
existing home or remodel a current 
home. The Ho-Chunk Nation Regis- 
ter of Deeds would work with the 
Ho-Chunk Home Ownership Pro- 
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gram and the BIA on indi- 
vidual allotment property 
and will assist the veteran in 
acquiring a land lease to 
build on Ho-Chunk land. 

The Register of Deeds office 
assists with leasing only on 
Fee Simple and Trust prop- 
erty owned by the Nation. 

Among the topics cur- 
rently being discussed are 
the creation of a point sys- 
tem, based on an applicant’s 
military record, that would 
compare his/her military 
record to other applicants, 
for the purpose of determin- 
ing when an applicant would 
be eligible for a loan. 

NOTE: WhiteWing had ear- 
lier stated that approxi- 
mately $16,000,000 would 
be needed to satisfy the 
housing needs of those cur- 
rently eligible. Planners also 
need to determine how the 
funds will be replenished to 
satisfy future veterans. 


Mann stated that although 
some have suggested that 
only honorably discharged, 
combat veterans be eligible 
for the program, current 
plans call for any veteran as 
defined by the Ho-Chunk 
Nation Traditional Court to 
be eligible. The Traditional 
Court’s definition reads: 

The Traditional Court 
feels that anyone who has 
followed the footsteps of 
our ancient warriors 
should be offered the same 
respect and services of his 
fellow service man; regard- 
less of their imperfections 
of action during their time 
spent serving the U.S. gov- 
ernment. 

We as traditional Ho- 
Chunk people still see 
these people as “He rus 
ka” and deserve the re- 
spect because of their ef- 
fort and were following 
Ho-Chunk traditions. 


To be eligible a Ho- 
Chunk warrior would need 
to provide proof of enroll- 
ment with the Nation and is- 
suance of separation 
paperwork, DD214, from the 
military. 

Planners are currently in 
the process of establishing a 
point system that would be 
based solely on a veterans or 
active duty person’s military 
record. Points would be 
awarded based on the fol- 
lowing criteria: 

• Periods of active duty, 
including total time served. 

• Rank at the time of dis- 
charge. 

• Medals, Badges, Decora- 
tions, Citations, Commenda- 
tions and Campaign Ribbons 
earned. 

• Wartime service. 

• Peacetime service. 

• Type of discharge. 

• Service-connected dis- 
ability.

The Division of Veteran 
Affairs would make the se- 
lection of candidates utiliz- 
ing the established point 
system. It would verify all 
information regarding the 
applicant’s veteran status 
prior to forwarding it to an 
Advisory Board for recom- 
mendations. 

Mann concluded that al- 
though next July is eight 
months away, it will be here 
“before we know it” and all 
veteran’s input is needed to 
establish what he is confi- 
dent will be a program that 
will be very beneficial to the 
Nation’s veterans.

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The risk factors of diabetes 

Preventing the disease through proper nutrition and exercise

November has been 
proclaimed as National 
Diabetes Month. Throughout 
the month, health care 
providers will be paying 
special attention to 
preventing, or at least 
reducing, the onset of a 
disease that the Center of 
Disease Control (CDC) 
estimates has stricken 24 
million Americans. 

Obesity is seen as a major 
risk factor contributing to the 
disease and throughout the 
country; health officials stress 
the need to educate people on 
the benefits of a proper diet 
and exercise. 

Despite the effort that is 
being made to educate people 
on the risk factors associated 
with diabetes, the CDC 
reports that the number of 
people diagnosed with 
diabetes could actually double 
or triple by 2050. 


The report cites three 
factors that could contribute 
to higher percentage of people 
having diabetes. They 
include; an aging population, 
unwilling or unable to 
exercise, will become more 
likely to develop Type 2 
diabetes, an increase in the 
populations of minority 
groups, like Native 
Americans, that are already at 
a higher risk for developing 
Type 2 diabetes, people 
diagnosed with diabetes are 
living longer. 

Earlier this year, the CDC 
introduced a National 
Diabetes Prevention Program 
that stressed the need to 
properly exercise and 
establish a healthier diet. 

Because diabetes has been a 
threat to generations of Ho- 
Chunk people, the Nation 
established a “Journey of 
Hope to Beat Diabetes” 
program that encouraged 
members to get screened, 


exercise regularly (at least 
150 minutes a week) and 
learn more about the foods 
they eat. 

Since 2005, the Life Style 
Balance Program has targeted 
people diagnosed with pre- 
diabetes and offered classes 
and activities promoting 
better nutrition and exercise 
habits. Special Diabetes 
Program for Indians 
Coordinator, Karena Nichols 
stated that since its inception, 
135 people completed that 16- 
week program. She noted 
that because the grant funding 
for the program has expired, 
the current classes being held 
in Wisconsin Dells will be the 
end of Life Style Balance. 

Nichols stated that while 
new grant funding is being 
sought, the Health 
Department is continuing to 
offer programs that focus on 
educating people on what can 
be done to prevent, reduce or 
lessen the effects of diabetes. 


The Health Department is 
currently offering a program 
for people diagnosed with 
diabetes or pre-diabetes. The 
program consists of six 
classes over the course of six 
months. Topics covered 
include food planning, 
physical activity, blood sugar 
control and diabetes 
treatments, keeping your heart 
healthy and other topics. 

Participants will receive 
valuable knowledge of how to 
manage blood sugar and keep 
their heart healthy. In 
addition they will receive 
helpful tools like pedometers, 
foot check mirrors, diabetes 
ID bracelets and Nike fitness 
shoes for attending all six 
classes. 

Every month a new set of 
classes, open to Native 
Americans only, start at the 
Ho-Chunk Health Care Center 
and every third month a new 
set of classes start at the 
House of Wellness. Those 


interested are invited to 
contact Tina McArthur at 1- 
715-284-9851, Ext. 5359. A 
short assessment with a health 
care provider must be 
completed prior to the starting 
the class and lab work may be 
required. 

Nichols encourages people 
at a high risk for diabetes, 
such as a family history of 
diabetes or being overweight, 
to take advantage of the 
programs offered and have 
their blood sugar level 
checked. 

“People who are 
undiagnosed don’t know the 
damage they are doing,” she 
said. She concluded that 
statistically being overweight 
is the greatest risk factor 
associated with diabetes. “It 
just makes it harder to control 
bold sugar.” 


Educators cry ‘Fowl’ over 
Thanksgiving food safety mistakes

When you think 
"Thanksgiving" , what comes 
to mind? Turkey! According 
to the U.S. Department of 
Agriculture (USDA), more 
than 45 million turkeys are 
cooked and eaten in the 
United States at 
Thanksgiving. That number 
represents one-sixth of ah the 
turkeys sold in the U.S. each 
year. With that many turkeys 
there's bound to be a few 
fiascos on the festive day. 

“Thawing is generally 
considered the number one 
problem with safely preparing 
the holiday bird,” according 
to Barbara Ingham, extension 
food scientist with the 
University of Wisconsin- 
Extension. When thawing 
the turkey in the refrigerator, 
the USDA recommends 
allowing 24 hours for every 
four to five pounds of meat. 


For example, a 16 to 20- 
pound turkey would need at 
least three or four days to 
thaw. Some newer, more 
efficient refrigerators can add 
a day or two to that time. 
Turkeys can also be thawed in 
the microwave, or in a sink 
filled with cold water— just 
change the water every 30 
minutes. It’s also possible to 
cook a turkey directly from 
the frozen state, adds Ingham. 

And if you’d like to use a 
pre- stuffed turkey for your 
meal, look for a frozen, pre- 
stuffed bird that displays the 
USDA or State mark of 
inspection on the packaging. 
Do not thaw pre- stuffed 
turkeys before cooking, 
either— they should go 
straight from freezer to oven. 

In addition to the challenge 
of thawing a turkey, 
consumers struggle with other 
questions such as knowing 
when a turkey is sufficiently 
cooked, and how to handle 
leftovers, says Theresa 


Wimann of Adams County. 
The Adams County UW- 
Extension office is available 
to help answer your holiday 
meal preparation questions at 
608-339-4237, and the USDA 
and several food companies 
have special hotlines in 
November and December to 
answer last-minute questions. 

These hotlines receive 
many unusual questions 
during the holiday season, 
including things like: 

Q. "I just discovered I 
cooked the turkey with the 
package of giblets still inside 
the cavity. Are the turkey and 
giblets safe to eat?" 

A. If giblets were left in the 
cavity during roasting, even 
though this is not 
recommended, the turkey and 
giblets are probably safe to 
use. However, if the 
packaging containing the 
giblets has changed shape or 
melted in any way during 
cooking, do not use the 
giblets or the turkey because 


harmful chemicals from the 
packaging may have 
penetrated the surrounding 
meat. 

From questions on thawing 
a turkey to dealing with 
leftovers, these national 
hotlines have heard it all and 
are ready to help ease the 
stress of holiday meal 
planning and preparation. The 
University of Wisconsin- 
Extension has food safety 
information available at your 
fingertips 24/7 at 
www.foodsafety.wisc.edu.

On October 29, 2010, Presi- 
dent Barrack Obama pro- 
claimed November to be 
National Diabetes Month. 

The proclamation reads as 
follows: 

Today nearly 24 million 
Americans have diabetes and 
thousands more are diagnosed 
each day. During national Di- 
abetes month we recommit to 
educating Americans about 
the risk factors and warning 
signs of diabetes and we 
honor all those living with or 
lost to this disease. 

Diabetes can lead to severe 
health problems and compli- 
cations such as heart disease, 
stroke, vision loss, kidney dis- 
ease, nerve damage and am- 
putation. Type 1 diabetes, 
which can occur at any age 
but is most often diagnosed in 
young people, is managed by 
a lifetime of regular medica- 
tion or insulin treatment. 

Type 2 diabetes is far more 
common, and the number of 
people developing or at ele- 
vated risk for the disease is 
growing at an alarming rate, 
particularly among our Na- 
tion’s children. Risk is high- 
est among those individuals 
over the age of 45 , particu- 
larly those who are over- 
weight, inactive or have a 
family history of the disease, 
as well as those among certain 


racial and minority groups. 
While less prevalent, gesta- 
tional diabetes in expectant 
mothers may lead to more 
complicated or dangerous de- 
livery and can contribute to 
their child’s obesity later in 
life. With more Americans 
becoming affected by diabetes 
and its consequences every 
day, our Nation must work to- 
gether to better prevent, man- 
age and treat this disease in 
all its variations 

Obesity is one of the most 
significant factors for Type 2 
diabetes. National Diabetes 
Month gives Americans an 
opportunity to redouble their 
efforts to reduce their chances 
of developing Type 2 diabetes 
by engaging in regular physi- 
cal activity, maintaining a 
healthy weight and making 
nutritious food choices. For 
most people already living 
with diabetes, these lifestyle 
changes can help them with 
the management of the dis- 
ease and delay or prevent 
complications. 

We must also do more to re- 
verse the climbing rates of 
childhood obesity so all 
America’s children can grow 
into healthy, happy and active 
adults. Through her “Let’s

On November 5 , the Ho-Chunk Nation De- 
partment of Health hosted “Walking to Prevent 
Diabetes” events near the District 1 Commu- 
nity Building in Black River Falls and the 
House of Wellness in Baraboo. 

Special Diabetes Programs for Indians Coor- 
dinator, Karena Nichols stated that because No- 
vember has been proclaimed National Diabetes 
Month, it was a good time to promote aware- 
ness and the Nation’s dedication to fighting a 
disease that affects about 23 million Ameri- 
cans, with Native Americans particularly sus- 
ceptible. In particular, the walk was dedicated 
to those who lived and died with diabetes, 
those currently living with the disease and 
those not yet born, who hopefully will not have 
diabetes. 

Following participation in stretching-out and 
warm-ups conducted by Exercise Physiologist 
Kathleen Clemons, about 40 participants 
in Black River Falls walked the one-mile 
trail near the Community Building in 
brisk late autumn wind under a clear blue 
sky. Life Style Balance Coach/Recruiter, 

Rachel Montana stated an additional 40 
people walked the two-mile track at the 
House of Wellness . At both locations 
there were questions and answers posted 
along the trails educating the walkers 
about diabetes. 

Is diabetes preventable? 

Yes! If you exercise 150 a week and 
lose 7 percent of your body weight you 
reduce your risk of developing diabetes 
by 58 percent. 

What are some of the symptoms of dia- 
betes? 

Excessive thirst, frequent urination, 
blurry vision, fatigue, hunger and slow 
healing wounds are some of the symp- 
toms. 

How does exercise help a person man- 
age their diabetes? 

Exercise lowers the blood sugar after a 
workout, lowers the hemoglobin AIC 
over time and improves insulin sensitiv- 
ity to the muscles. 

True or false? Insulin is a bad drug to 
have to go on? 

False. If your blood sugar is high and 
cannot be reduced by other means, in- 
sulin is good for you. Insulin is required 
for everyone to live! 

What is hemoglobin AIC also known 
just as AIC? 

AIC is the average of what the blood 
sugar has been running over 90 days. 

6.5 percent or higher=diabetes. 

What is the testing blood sugar number 
that gives you a diagnosis of pre-dia- 
betes? 

The number is 100. 

I know that diabetes can cause prob- 
lems for my eyes, kidneys, nerves and 
heart. Can pre-diabetes do that too? 

Yes. If undetected for a long period of 
time, it can start the damage. This is why 
annual physicals are important. You usu- 
ally don’t feel pre-diabetes. 

True or false? Kids living in these 
times are at a low risk for developing di- 
abetes? 

False. They are at a high risk due to 
poor eating habits, too much screen time 
and too little physical activity. 

I have a family history of diabetes. 

Does that mean I will get it for sure? 

No. That only means that you’re more 
susceptible, it is not your destiny. Genes 
are the gun, lifestyle pulls the trigger. 

At both locations participants were pre- 
sented a shirt and provided lunch in 
recognition of their effort.

CaraLee and Hope Smith gave the group a 
Ho-Chunk Nation back pack and a coin with the HCN seal. 

Very appreciative and respectful as they stood up to receive their 
gifts, an honor song was sung and Public Relations Officer, 
Anne Thundercloud, led the group to dance with her around the 
drum. One comment made by one of the students was, “We 
want to learn and understand the culture.” They also said they 
would love to come back if they had another chance.

On Veterans Day 2010, ap- 
proximately 150 people, in- 
cluding members of the 
Sanford WhiteEagle Ameri- 
can Legion Post 556 and Aux- 
iliary gathered near the 
flagpoles outside Ho-Chunk 
Convention Center to remem- 
ber and honor America’s vet- 
erans. 

Following a Call to Order 
and welcome by Master of 
Ceremonies Tim Hanson, Ho- 
Chunk Nation Veterans Serv- 
ice Officer Robert Mann 
reminded everyone that at a 
time when reality shows are 
creating stars out of everyone, 
the “real stars” are the United 
States soldiers; those who 
have served and those cur- 
rently serving. 

While acknowledging that 
not all veterans have seen 
war, Mann stated that they 
share a common bond of serv- 
ing their country. Today is a 
good day to thank ALL veter- 
ans for their service, he said. 

Mann continued that 
today’s veterans include the 
665 ,000 men and women who 
have served at least one year 
during the War on Terrorism, 
including 300,000 active duty 
soldiers who have been de- 
ployed twice or more. He 
added that over 40,000 sol- 
diers have been wounded in 
Iraq/ Afghanistan. “We sup- 
port the families of the fallen 
and those whose lives were 
changed by the wounds of 
war,” he said. 

He concluded by paying 
special tribute to the 1 .2 mil- 
lion women who have served 
and the contributions they 
have made to the military. 

Just like their male counter- 
parts, many of these women 
missed time with their family, 
including watching their chil- 
dren grow. He added that the 
VA must recognize the unique 
needs of our women veterans. 
“They need to adequately 
treat breast cancer and cervi- 
cal cancer as well as the 
trauma that resulted from do- 
mestic violence, sexual ha- 
rassment and assault.”

The 33 rd Annual Veterans 
Day Pow-wow held at Volk 
Field - Camp Douglas, Wis- 
consin took place on Satur- 
day, November 6, 2010. 
Sponsored by DORA (De- 
scendants of Red Arrow and 
friends), included a day of 
dancing and singing from the 
Thundercloud singers by ren- 
dering family veteran songs, 
traditional giveaways, special 
fundraising for next year’s 
event, donated Auction items 
by members of DORA, and a 
special honoring on behalf of 
Ray Lopez for being selected 
as the “ 2010 County Com- 
mander of the Year”. 

The story of Red Arrow and 
the reasoning for the DORA 
pow-wow began in 1977 by 
Bill Miner, Jr., in honor of the 
twenty-six Wisconsin Win- 
nebago men that volunteered 
for the First World War in the 
128 th Infantry, Company D, 
32 nd Red Arrow Division, 
which earned its distinctive 
insignia, a vertical red arrow 
through a horizontal red bar, 
by penetrating every German 
line of defense it encountered 
in four World War I cam- 
paigns. 

The Division’s history has 

an honored past reaching 
back to its antecedents: the 
fighters of the Blackhawk 
War; the volunteers who 
marched off to defend the 
Union in the Civil War, in- 
cluding the famous ‘Iron 
Brigade’; and the Governor’s

Guards who mobilized for the 
Spanish American War. 

The 32nd Division was organ- 
ized under War Department 
orders of July 18, 1917 of Na- 
tional Guard Units from both 
Wisconsin and Michigan. 

Units began leaving state 
camps in Wisconsin and 
Michigan bound for Camp 
Mac Arthur, near Waco, Texas, 
in early August 1917. The last 
units arrived at Camp 
MacArthur by late September 
1917. 

The Division served on the 
front line during World War I 
from May 18,1918 until the 
end of the War on November 
11, 1918. It was the first 
American Division to pierce 
the famed Hindenburg Line, 
fought in 4 major offensives 
and earned the name “Les 
Terrible s” from the French. 

The Division served with 
the Army of Occupation in 
Germany until April 18, 1919 
and began its return to the 
U.S. on May 1, 1919. Return- 
ing home the Division was de- 
mobilized in May 1919 and 
returned to National Guard 
status about a year later. 

Many firsts were accredited 
to the 32nd u Red Arrow ” Di- 
vision: Eleven Medals of 
Honor, 157 Distinguished 
Service Crosses, 49 Legion of 
Merit, 845 Silver Stars, 1854 
Bronze Stars, 98 Air Medals, 
78 Soldiers Medals and 
11,500 Purple Hearts were 
awarded its heroes. 

On November 8, 1946 the 
Division was again Federally 
recognized as the 32nd In- 
fantry Division, Wisconsin 
National Guard. The 32nd 
Division was reorganized on 
December 27 , 1967 and on 
that date ceased to exist as a 
full Division. However, the 
32nd “Red Arrow” In- 
fantry Brigade (Separate), 
Wisconsin National Guard, 
was created to continue the 
lineage and heritage of the fa- 
mous 32nd “Red Arrow ” Di- 
vision. 

Ho-Chunk Nation Tribal 
Veterans Service Officer, 
Robert Mann, said there were 
seven members of the Win- 
nebago Tribe who died in the 
service of the United States 
during World War I. Corporal 
Foster DeCorah and Private 
Robert DeCorah were Killed 


In Action on August 1918. 
Corporal Foster DeCorah, 
who was killed in the Ar- 
gonne while at the head of an 
advancing party of American 
soldiers, was far beyond mili- 
tary age, but was allowed to 
join the army. Three of his 
sons served in the same com- 
mand; one was killed at the 
same time as his father. Pri- 
vate Jesse Thompson was 
Killed In Action in October 
1918. Mike Standing Water 
died on the transport ship 
Leviathan enroute to France 
in April 1918. Private Dewey 
Mike died from wounds in 
August 1918. Private Nelson 
DeLaRonde was Missing In 
Action September 1918. 
James Greengrass was gassed 
on a battlefield, came home 
and later died. Foster DeCo- 
rah and Dewey Mike are 
buried at Oise-Aisne Ameri- 
can Cemetery, Picardie, 
France. Jesse Thompson is 
buried at Meuse- Argonne 
American Cemetery, Ro- 
magne, France. Mike Stand- 
ing Water is buried at Mather, 
Wisconsin. 

Robert also stated that it 
was sad because Foster’s son, 
Henry, saw his father get shot 
and killed on the battlefield. 
Then later, he got sick from 
the mustard gas, but could not 
get help because natives were 
not U.S. Citizens. 

Placed in front of Ho- 


Chunk Gaming - Black River 
Falls, a memorial marker 
reads: Twenty-six Wisconsin 
Winnebago men volunteered 
for the first World War in the 
128 th Infantry, Company D, 
32 nd Red Arrow Division, 
Mauston, Wisconsin. The 
fine example set by these men 
is worth exceptional praise 
because they were not even 
considered full-fledged citi- 
zens of this country at the 
time of their military service. 
Foster DeCorah and Robert 
DeCorah gave their lives on 
the battlefield on August 5, 
1918. Their deaths were not 
in vain. This nation exists 
today only because of the 
willingness of these brave 
men to preserve and protect 
their country by giving their 
lives in its defense. Their un- 
selfish dedication to the 
preservation of freedom was 
in keeping with the highest 
traditions of Wisconsin Win- 
nebago warriors and the 
United States Military Serv- 
ice. 

In remembrance and with 
the utmost gratitude this me- 
morial is humbly dedicated to 
the following Wisconsin Win- 
nebago Veterans of World 
War I. 

Robert Bigthunder, James 
Haynka, Andrew Blackhawk, 
Sam Little Soldier, James 
Brown, Nett Longtail, Allen 
DeCorah, Dewey Mike, 
Arthur DeCorah, George 
Miner, Foster DeCorah 
(Killed In Action), John 
Miner, Henry DeCorah, 
William Miner, Robert DeCo- 
rah (Killed In Action), Mike 


Standing Water, Russius DeC- 
orah, Jesse Thompson, 
William DeCorah, Sam Thun- 
dercloud, Nelson B. De- 
LaRonde, Archie WhiteEagle, 
Andrew Funmaker, John 
WhiteEagle, James Green- 
grass, Martin WhiteBear, and 
Lyle Wright (a very close 
friend of the Miner family and 
was considered a member of 
the family). 

There is also a historical 
marker at Camp Douglas 
called the Wisconsin Win- 
nebago Veterans Monument 
with the inscription: The 
thanks of the Nation is ex- 
tended through the President, 
Commander in Chief of the 
Army and Navy of the United 
States to the people of the 
Winnebago Tribe of Wiscon- 
sin for their unswerving loy- 
alty and patriotism, the 
splendid service rendered, the 
willing sacrifices made, and 
the bravery of their sons in 
the military and maval service 
of the United States when the 
Nation was in peril during the 
World War of 1917-1918. 

July 4, 1924 Calvin Coolidge. 
And it lists the names of the 
servicemen in World Wars I & 
II. 

Merle Thompson stated, “A 
lot of people used to go to this 
pow-wow, but now it just 
keeps getting smaller and 
smaller every year.” Robert 
Mann said, “My mother and 
father supported this pow- 
wow and I’m following in 
their footsteps, and it would 
be great if more people would 
support it.”

If You Are a Native American Who Tried to Get a 
Farm Loan or Loan Servicing from the USDA, 

You Could Receive Benefits from a $760 Million Class Action Settlement. 


A class action Settlement with the United States 
Department of Agriculture (“USDA”) has been 
reached. The lawsuitclaimedtheUSDAdiscriminated 
against Native Americans who applied for or tried to 
apply for farm loans or loan servicing. The USDA 
denies it did anything wrong. 

Am I included? 

The Class includes all Native American farmers and 
ranchers who: 

• Farmed or ranched or attempted to farm or ranch 
between January 1, 1981 and November 24, 1999; 

• Tried to get a farm loan or loan servicing from the 
USDA during that period; and 

• Complained about discri min ation to the USDA 
either on their own or through a representative 
during the time period. 

You are not eligible for this Settlement if you filed 
a claim, or intend to file a claim, in another USDA 
discrimination case like Pigford I or Pigford II (Black 
farmers), Garcia (Hispanic farmers) or Love (Women 
farmers). 

Because of a law passed by Congress, you are also 
not eligible for this Settlement if you either: 

• Experienced discrimination only between January 
1 and November 23, 1997; or 

• Complained of discrimination only between July 1 
and November 23, 1997. 

What does the Settlement provide? 

The $760 million Settlement will pay cash to Class 
Members for valid claims as well as attorneys’ fees 
(between4% and 8%, subject to Court approval) and 
awards. The Settlement includes up to $80 million 
in USDA loan forgiveness for Class Members 
who qualify. The USDA will pay an additional 
$20 million to implement the Settlement and will 
make some changes to their farm loan programs. 
Any money left after all payments and expenses 
have been made will be donated to one or more 
organizations that help Native American farmers 
and ranchers. 


What can I get from the Settlement? 

The amount of money you will receive will 
depend on whether you file a claim under Track 
A or Track B. It will also depend on the total 
number of claims that are filed and approved. 

Track A - You can get a payment up to $50,000 for 
your discrimination claim plus an additional 25% 
paid to the IRS to reduce any income tax you may 
owe. 

Track B - You can get the amount of your actual 
damages up to $250,000. Track B requires more 
proof than Track A. 

USDA Loan Forgiveness - Under both Track A and 
Track B you can get forgiveness on part or all of your 
eligible USDA farm loans plus an additional 25% 
paid to the IRS to reduce any income tax you may 
owe. 

How do I get benefits? 

You will need to file a claim by December 24, 
2011 to get benefits. After the Court approves 
the Settlement, meetings will be held across the 
country to help Class Members file claims. You 
can register for a Claims Package at the website or 
by calling the toll-free number. 

What are my other rights? 

• If you want to keep your right to sue the USDA 
about the claims in this Settlement, you must 
exclude yourself by February 28, 2011. Unless 
you exclude yourself, you will be bound by the 
terms of this Settlement. 

• If you stay in the Settlement, you can object to or 
comment on it by February 28, 2011. 

The Court will hold a hearing on April 28, 2011 to 
consider whether to approve the Settlement and the 
attorneys’ fees. The Court has appointed attorneys 
to represent the Class. You or your own lawyer may 
ask to appear and speak at the hearing at your own 
expense.

Here is 
some advice to get the joyful yet sometimes stressful season 
underway. If you have children, I am sure you are already 
aware of this but there are ONLY 44 days until Christmas! If 
you have not already, it is still not too late to start budgeting. , 
Step one: calculate an estimated amount you would like to 
spend on gifts . This can be done by taking your gross pay 
minus your monthly bills to get to your net pay. Step two: 
Determine how much of the net pay is needed for other activ- 
ities such as entertainment, fast food, and other leisure activi- 
ties.

Bullying: Stop it, fix it, prevent it

On October 26, 2010, many 
educators and media through- 
out the United States were in- 
vited to join a conference call 
with U.S. Department of Ed- 
ucation Secretary Arne 
Duncan, senior White House 
and Department of Education 
official, to discuss Depart- 
ment of Education guidance 
to school districts on bullying 
and harassment. 

According to Duncan, “Ha- 
rassment and bullying is 
something more destructive 
than rites of passage, resulting 
in low self-esteem, which can 
lead to violence, and for some 
as far as suicide.” He also 
stated that, often times, bul- 
lies pray on others who are 
vulnerable. 

The discussion that took 
place was an attempt to focus 
on how to issue guidance to 


enforce civil rights laws. Ac- 
tion needs to happen now and 
everyone needs to intervene 
when acts of violence are no- 
ticed, from elementary to the 
college level, whether it 
comes from students and 
teachers, to custodians. Stu- 
dents who do not feel safe 
(socially, emotionally, and 
physically) are not being pro- 
tected. “Harassment violates 
the Federal Civil Rights laws, 
and it will not be tolerated,” 
stressed Duncan. 

Youth, parents, schools, 
communities, and others have 
a role to play in building posi- 
tive, supportive environments 
for children and youth, pro- 
moting acceptance and re- 
spect among all individuals, 
and ultimately, fostering 
youth development and learn- 
ing. Bullying is a form of 
youth violence, aggressive be- 
havior that is intentional and 


that involves an imbalance of 
power or strength, (bully- 
ing .org) 

A representative from the 
Yakama Nation commented 
that those who live on or near 
a reservation do not always 
have a positive attitude but 
through evidence based prac- 
tices, “traditional and cultural 
practices have proven to be a 
positive influence.” 

Another important topic 
that was discussed was the 
bullying that not only takes 
place between native and non- 
native individuals, but also 
native to native. One exam- 
ple that many may have been 
either a victim of or “the 
bully”, involves joking about 
not being Indian enough. It 
may be that the individual 
grew up in the city or rural 
area outside of the native pop- 
ulation or reservation, and is 
teased. 


On October 26, the U.S. 
Department of Education is- 
sued a letter to schools, col- 
leges and universities 
affirming that harassing a stu- 
dent based on his or her race, 
nationality, sex or disability 
so much that he or she can no 
longer participate or benefit 
from school may be a viola- 
tion of federal civil rights and 
says: 

“In recent years, many state 
departments of education and 
local school districts have 
taken steps to reduce bullying 
in schools. The U.S. Depart- 
ment of Education (Depart- 
ment) fully supports these 
efforts. Bullying fosters a cli- 
mate of fear and disrespect 
that can seriously impair the 
physical and psychological 
health of its victims and cre- 
ate conditions that negatively 
affect learning, thereby un- 
dermining the ability of stu- 


dents to achieve their full po- 
tential. The movement to 
adopt anti-bullying policies 
reflects schools’ appreciation 
of their important responsibil- 
ity to maintain a safe learning 
environment for all students. 
However, some student mis- 
conduct that falls under a 
school’s anti-bullying policy 
also may trigger responsibili- 
ties under one or more of the 
federal antidiscrimination 
laws enforced by the Depart- 
ment’s Office for Civil Rights 
(OCR). By limiting its re- 
sponse to a specific applica- 
tion of its anti-bullying 
disciplinary policy, a school 
may fail to properly consider 
whether the student miscon- 
duct also results in discrimi- 
natory harassment. 

Harassing conduct may 
take many forms, including 
verbal acts and name-calling; 
graphic and written state- 
ments, which may include use 
of cell phones or the Internet; 
or other conduct that may be 
physically threatening, harm- 
ful, or humiliating. Harass- 
ment does not have to include 
intent to harm, be directed at 
a specific target, or involve 
repeated incidents. Harass- 
ment creates a hostile envi- 
ronment when the conduct is 
sufficiently severe, pervasive, 
or persistent so as to interfere 
with or limit a student’s abil- 
ity to participate in or benefit 
from the services, activities, 
or opportunities offered by a 
school.” 

OCR is committed to work- 
ing with schools, students, 
students’ families, community 
and advocacy organizations, 
and other interested parties to 
ensure that students are not 
subjected to harassment. As- 
sistant Secretary for Civil 
Rights, Russlyn Ali, states, “I 
look forward to continuing 
our work together to ensure 
equal access to education, and 
to promote safe and respectful 
school climates for Ameri- 
can’s students.”

In September, 7 people traveled to Portland, OR 
to attend the Roots of Strength Cancer Conference 
hosted by the Native People’s Circle of Hope. Ac-

cording to Linda DeLay, “the Native Peoples Circle 
of Hope is a native group of cancer survivors.” 

Four tribal members, two employees, and a family 
member attended the conference to learn more 
about cancer and to bring the information they 
learned back to the Ho-Chunk community. Maxine 
Kolner was one of the Ho-Chunk tribal members 
who attended the conference and commented, “You 
think you have it bad until you hear another’s 
story,” after listening to other cancer survivors dur- 
ing the portion of the conference where cancer sur- 
vivors were able to share their experiences. 

This year the theme of the conference was on can- 
cer survivors interacting with the medical and scien- 
tific community. There were speakers who talked 
about cancer research and what it means for Indian 
People. The speaker, Lillian Nail, talked about how 
to find out about what kind of research is being 
done and how to participate. Lillian also talked 
about how far medicines and treatments for cancer 
have come within the last couple decades. We also 
listened to Carletta Tilousi who is a member of the 
Havasupai Tribe who sued Arizona State University 
for misuse of their blood. She talked about why Na- 
tives should be cautious of research, although she 
did speak about the importance of research, and 
how Natives, if they choose to participate in re- 
search, should be educated about EXACTLY what 
they are getting into. These were just a few of the 
many great speakers who presented at the confer- 
ence. 

Celeste (Cece) Whitewolf who is the Director of 
the Native Peoples Circle of Hope did an excellent 
job of keeping the conference running and organiz- 
ing the evening dinners. Elliot Kolner describes
